The number of m arriages per- 
1 tinned in Adams county, accord inn 
to data issued today by the depart- 
iM-nt of commerce In W ashington, 
Increased five per cent in 1929 over 
1928, as compared with an increase 01 
4 2 lier cent for the entire state 
During the same period, divorces 
ol persons residing inside the coun­ 
ty's borders fell off 37 i**r cent ar, 
compared wtlh a decrease of l l per 
cent for the entire state 
In 1929. 260 couples were united 
In wedlock in the county, while in 
the preceding year only 246 eouples 
were bitten by the m arital bug, Ten 
romances came to an unhappy end 
In the local courts last year, while 
sixteen ended in domestic upheavals 
in the previous year. 
Throughout the state, there were 
70 :»07 couples m arried In 1929 while 
during 1928 67 640 m arriages were 
performed 
The num ber of divorces 
granted in the state in 1928 was 
7868 as compared with 7957 in 1928

At the request of Henry M. Scharf, secretary of tho 
commerce organization, Dr. L. L. Williams, Jr., medical of­ 
ficer in charge of malaria investigations of the United S ta te s 
public health service, spent T hursday and Friday in G etty s­ 
burg. tracking the mosquito to its lair, holding conferences 
wifh local medical authorities and others and giving sugges- 
t he town should proceed in ridding itself of 
the |jests. 
Multiply In Rock ( ’reek 
In the course of a thorough investigation of the breed­ 
ing places of mosquitoes in and around G ettysburg, Doctor 
Williams said the “ stingers” were m ultiplying in unusually 
large num bers in a two-mile stretch of Rock Creek between 
plant and the Baltimore ’pike. 
W ith one scoop of a small dipper, 
the investigator took between 5.000
